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Review  of  the   Season 


^_    r  i>  umimIIv   the  lustom  in   reviewing  a   football  season  to  glance  over  the  column 
**  f>f   the   K^'ines  won,   compare   that   with   those   lost,   and   if   the   comparison  proves 


favorable,  call  that  season  a  successful  one.     To  say  that  a  team  that  onlv  won 
c»,  four  games  out  of  ten  had  had  a  successful  season  appears  at  first  blush  ridiculous, 
but  to  those  who  followed  the  banner  of  Ole  Miss  during  the  season  of  1922  know- 
that  in  many  respects  it  marked  a  turning  point  in  the  football  history  of  the  school. 

To  begin  with,  the  tpiestion  of  making  out  a  schedule  was  a  most  perplexing  one.  It  seemed 
as  though  Ole  Miss  was  doomed  to  the  ranks  of  the  smaller  institutions,  Ole  Miss,  the  school 
who  once  held  her  head  so  high  in  the  football  world.  But  at  the  end  of  the  season,  what  do 
we  find?  Does  Ole  Miss  still  have  to  beg  for  games?  Quite  the  opposite  was  then  true.  There 
were  offers  for  more  than  enough  major  games  to  fill  the  schedule,  without  the  so-called  and 
very  necessary  practice  games.     Does  that  not  appear  somewhat  successful? 

A  long-felt  want  was  supplied  this  past  year — a  man  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  putting 
Ole  Miss  back  upon  the  football  map.  With  that  end  in  view,  Coach  Cowell  was  secured  and 
that  all-important  task  turned  over  to  him.  It  is  true  that  he  accomplished  no  wonders  his  first 
year,  but  he  has  laid  the  foundations  for  years  to  come  and  already  that  hope  which  has  been 
smouldering  in  the  hearts  of  so  many  loyal  Ole  Miss  supporters  is  beginning  to  take  fire.  Cowell 
was  handicapped  from  the  start  by  the  new  ruling  which  prohibited  any  man  from  playing  on 
the  varsity  who  had  attended  that  school  for  less  than  one  year.  Thus  Coach  Cowell  had  only 
the  men  left  from  last  year's  scpiad,  and  though  at  times  it  diminished  in  number  to  a  pitiful 
handful,  in  the  end  the  team  that  was  gotten  together  was  famed  for  its  fighting  spirit,  and  though 
sometimes  beaten,  was  never  contjuered. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  played  with  the  Union  University  Bulldogs  from  Jackson, 
Tenn.  Every  one  fully  expected  the  usual  runaway  victory  and  every  one  was  fully  surprised. 
The  victors  had  a  team  that  was  heavy  and  experienced,  and  possessed  a  charge  that  frequently 
checked  the  Ole  Miss  offense  before  it  got  started.  Several  times  the  Red  and  Blue  got  the  ball 
into  the  two-yard  line,  but  always  to  lose  it  on  downs.  The  score  of  nothing  to  nothing  clearlv 
indicated  the  type  of  struggle. 

The  team  next  journeyed  to  Danville,  Ky.,  to  watch  the  "Praying  Colonels"  from  Center 
College  play.  But  to  be  beaten  by  a  team  of  that  calibre  was  no'  disgrace,  and  our  boys  acquitted 
themselves  creditably.  Following  that  trip,  the  S.  P.  U.  lads  were  entertained  with  a  sixt>- 
niiiiute  debate  and  Ole  Miss  received  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  judges,  whipping  the  Presby- 
terians in  a  decisive  fashion. 

"On  to  Jackson"  was  the  only  subject  of  conversation  for  weeks  before  that  great  day,  October 
20.  I'he  Aggies  must  be  humbled,  and  the  entire  student  body  "special-trained"  to  the  Capital 
City  to  see  the  task  well  done.  Although  the  Aggies  were  not  humbled,  they  were  scared  nearly 
to  death,  and  football  history  was  made  that  day.  It  will  ever  be  a  mystery — that  second  quarter. 
In  the  exchange  of  points  in  the  first  quarter,  Ole  Miss  clearly  had  the  advantage  and  that  period 
was  played  in  the  enemies'  territory.  But,  when  the  second  quarter  started,  the  Aggies'  backs 
ripped  off  gain  on  each  attempt,  and  before  the  half  was  over,  had  run  up  nineteen  points.  It 
seemed  as  though  it  was  only  a  question  of  how  many  points  they  wanted  to  make.  Then  came 
that  memorable  second  half.  Starting  off  with  a  rush,  by  terrific  line  pluriges,  one  after  another. 
Akin  carried  the  ball  down  to  the  Aggie  line  and  then  bucked  it  over.  Barbour  skirted  right  end, 
shook  off  tackier  after  tackier,  and  raced  thirty-five  yards  through  the  entire  Aggie  team  for  the 
second  touchdown.  By  this  time  the  Maroons  began  to  feel  uncomfortable,  especially  when  the 
steady  march  down  the  field  began  again.  Had  there  been  two  more  minutes  of  play,  there  would 
have  been  another  story  to  tell,  but  the  final  whistle  blew  with  the  ball  in  our  possession  within 
the  A.  &  M.  twenty-yard  line.     A.  &  M.,  19;  Ole  Miss,  13. 
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Tennessee  at  Knoxville  followed,  but  the  Red  and  Blue  seemed  to  have  relaxed  too  much 
following  the  great  come-hack  at  Jackson  and  could  not  stop  the  Volunteers.  Still  the  score  of 
49  to  o  is  not  a  true  indication  as  to  the  game,  for  Ole  Miss  fought  bitterly  over  every  inch  of 
ground  gained,  and  at  the  end  of  the  game  were  on  the  offensive  and  were  approaching  scoring 
distance. 

After  this  rather  disastrous  defeat,  Hendrix  and  Birmingham-Southern  were  taken  on  at 
home.  Both  had  gained  considerable  reputation  before  coming  to  Ole  Miss  and  upheld  them  by 
each  holding  Ole  Miss  to  a  single  touchdown.  Johnnie  Montgomery,  in  each  case,  scored  the 
winning  points,  in  each  instance  by  sweeping  end  runs,  supported  by  interference.  The  Hendrix 
game  again  showed  the  ability  of  Ole  Miss  to  come  from  behind.  The  visitors  led  up  until  the 
final  quarter,  but  Ole  Miss  was  not  to  be  defeated,  and  the  tide  was  turned. 

Following  this  successful  homestaj',  the  team  journeyed  to  Memphis  to  meet  the  team  of  picked 
stars  representing  the  U.  of  T.  Medical  School.  The  game  was  played  in  a  sea  of  mud  and  it 
was  only  a  case  of  the  greatest  endurance.  Ole  Miss  weakened  in  the  third  quarter,  and  again 
in  the  fourth,  and  the  superior  weight  and   speed  of  the  Doctors  told  heavily. 

The  schedule  next  called  for  Camp  Benning  at  Columbus,  Ga.,  a  team  that  had  had  great  suc- 
cess, and  was  composed  of  former  college  stars.  Despite  the  fact  that  Ole  Miss  had  traveled  all 
the  night  before,  the  game  was  one  of  the  best  played  during  the  entire  season.  The  passing  of 
Montgomery  and  the  receiving  of  Barbour  were  the  outstanding  features  of  the  contest  which 
was  lost  through  the  failure  to  kick  one  goal,  the  final  score  being  14  to  13.  This  game,  however, 
brought  showers  of  praise  upon  Ole  Miss  and  showed  that  we  were  capable  of  playing  first-class 
football  in  a  section  where  teams  of  the  calibre  of  Georgia  Tech  and  Auburn  flourish. 

The  night-cap  of  the  season  was  a  Turkey  Day  game  with  Millsaps  at  Jackson.  The  Majors 
had  built  up  an  aggressive  team  and  succeeded  in  holding  the  Red  and  Blue  to  19  to  7.  Barbour 
and  Akin  again  showed  the  people  of  Jackson  just  how  the  pigskin  should  be  advanced  when 
a  gain  was  needed,  and  carried  the  ball  into  the  enemy's  territory  more  often  than  the  score 
would  lead  one  to  believe.  Barbour  made  another  of  his  sensational  broken  field  runs  through 
the  entire  opposing  team,  but  was  called  back  on  account  of  holding  by  an  Ole  Miss  player. 

This  victory  closed  the  season,  one  of  the  most  successful  in  many  respects  that  Ole  Miss  has 
had  in  several  years.  From  it  we  can  look  into  the  near  future  and  see  the  day  when  once  more 
Mississippi  will  be  proud  of  its  football  team  and  again  take  its  place  with  the  leaders.

1  his  team  proved  easy  meat  tor  the  CJle  Aliss  youngsters  and  were  nanded 
the  small  end  of  a  40  to  6  score.  Lafayette  County  A.  H.  S.  came  next  and  proved 
even  easier,  furnishing  little  opposition,  the  final  score  being  56  to  o.  After  those 
rather  easy  games,  the  A.  &  M.  freshmen,  the  conquerors  of  Alabama,  loomed  up  as 
the  next  obstacle.  Great  reports  had  been  sent  out  as  to  the  strength  of  these  Maroon 
freshies,  and  the  crowd  that  went  to  New  Albany  hoped  that  Ole  Miss  would  hold 
them  to  a  close  score.  But,  Lo!  the  conquerors  became  the  conquered,  and  the  Red 
and  Blue  once  more  triumphed  over  the  Maroon  and  White.  Great  work  by  Woodard, 
Allen,  Totten  and  eight  other  hard-fighting  freshmen  gave  the  Ole  Miss  a  13  to  7 
victory  over  the  powerful  enemy.

The  drive  to  the  team  was  composed  of  the  backfield  of  Woodward,  th^ 
captain  of  the  team,  Allen,  Mustin,  Grace,  Stringer,  McKee  and  Smith.  With  these 
men  back  next  year,  the  Ancient  Lady  has  promise  of  a  brilliant  future.

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Resume  of  the  ScKool  of  PKarmacy 


Tlu-  School  of  Pharmacy  was  establishcl 
July  1,  KjoS,  and  on  September  of  the  same 
year  its  doors  were  ojiened  for  the  reception 
of  students. 

Dean  Henry  Minor  Faser,  graduate  in 
pharmacy,  vice-president  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  of  America,  and  a  leader  in  the 
science  of  pharmacy,  has  proved  his  ability  as 
an  organizer  and  an  instructor.  Through  his 
efforts  the  School  of  Pharmacy  has  grown  from 
a  department  with  one  class  room  and  labora- 
tory combined,  with  one  instructor,  to  a  school 
with  three  instructors  and  a  building  of  its 
own.  Dean  Faser  has  not  ceased  his  endeavors 
for  his  school,  but  exjiects  to  add  main*  new 
features  and  improvements  in  the  near  future. 
In  the  person  of  Professor  George  L.  Bur- 
roughs, instructor  in  microscopy  and  botany, 
the  school  has  an  asset  that  cannot  be  valued.  AVith  his  assistance,  there  was  secured 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  plot  of  ground  which  was  developed  into  a  botanical 
garden.  Specimens  of  botanical  drugs  were  grown  for  experimental  purposes  in  the 
pharmacy  laboratories.  These  experiments  renewed  the  interest  of  all  students  ant! 
attracted  students  from  other  departments  of  the  university. 

For  fourteen  years  the  School  of  Pharmacy  has  been  situated  in  the  basement  of 
the  Medical  Building,  but  February  i,  1923,  saw  the  school  housed  in  the  moderii 
Chemistry-Pharmacv  Building.  This  beautiful  building  was  designed  from  plans 
secured  by  Dr.  Swan  of  the  chemistry  department  after  he  had  made  a  tour  of  in- 
spection to  many  of  the  foremost  universities  and  colleges  of  the  West,  Middle  West, 
and  East.  The  appropriation  for  this  building  was  made  by  the  legislature  in  1920, 
together  with  appropriations  amounting  to  nearly  one  million  dollars  for  the  entire 
university. 

There  are  eighty  students  seeking  a  degree  in  pharmacy;  forty-three  juniors  and 
thirty-seven  seniors.  These  stu<lents  are  at  all  times  behind  athletics  and  any  other 
movement  for  the  betterment  of  Ole  Miss.  They  are  bound  together  in  an  association 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association.  Co-operation  and 
mutual  loyalty  among  the  pharmacy  students  has  built  up  among  them  an  enthusiastic 
spirit.  The  alumni  of  this  school  recently  donated  an  appreciative  sum  to  the  university 
as  a  payment  on  the  erection  of  a  stadium  for  our  athletic  field.  The  students  of  this 
school  quickly  followed  suit.
